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HE late Fermentations have liad one very 
good Effet, which attones, in fome mea- 
fure, for many bad Ones.

mours it confifts. This Enquiry, however Naufcous 
and Unpleafant init felf, is of great ufe, and abfolute- 
ly necefliry towards forming a right Judgment of our 
prefent Corruptions ; thac the Infection may be more 
eafily cur'd, andthe proper Pufgations fo well apply'd, 
as to teflore the whole Mafs to its original Vigour and 
Purity’ When I mention the prefent Sett of Waigs, I 
not going to reflect upon the Whigs of King Charles's 
Ree, nor upon their Succeffors.the Revolation-Waigs, 
nor yet Upon thofe moderate Wigs fill in being, who 
lid bye atid are quiet, tho’ perhaps they do nor conte 
into all the Meafures that have lately been taken by the 
vernment: But | confine that Name wholly to the 
aftive Turbulent Creatures of the Party, thofe Beafts of 
the People, who daily trouble and infeft us; oppofing 
ery good Defign. that is Projesed for the Eafe and 
elfare of Themfelves and their Fellow Subjeéts, and 
who aré more fully comprehended under the Term, 
Fattion, This Apoftate degenerate Race of Men are that 
foul Sediment and Collection of unwholefome Dregs, 
which, upon the leaft Change of Weather or appearance 
df a Storm, put themfelves in Motion, rife to the Sur- 
face, atid for a long time diforder the whole Body Poli- 
tick, before it can be again fettled and becalm’d. , The 
Condué of thefe People is fuch, that it naturally leads 
every Common Obferver into a true and exa&t Character 
of them: Which, the Jufter it is, looks fo much the 
more like Malice and Detraétion; by reafon of thofe 
very black Colours and deep Stains of Jer, in which ic 
muft of neceffity be drawn. Tam forry for the Sake of 
humane, Nature, that there fhould be fuch a Species of 
Rational Beings any where in the World ; and much 
more forry for our own Sakes, that of all the Climes 
and Soils under Heaven, they fhould take up their Refi- 
dence in Great Britain. 
As to their Notions of Religion, it is firange, that 
among fo many, which they have been Tampering with, 
and out of that Medley of Parcels have laid together 
fuch a bulky Rabble of Followers, they thould not be 
able to pick one good One; at leaft { good, as not to 
have its chiefeft Precepts and Doétrines openly exploded 
and rejeted, foon after the Reception. Let the Whizs 
call over the Cutalrgue of their Seéts and Schifms, and if 
do not charge each cf them with feveral notorious In- 
confiftencies and Innovations, within the compafs of a 
tew Years, and make good that Charge by uncontefted 
Evidence: 1 will be content to hazard all, with the 
next Tranfitory Scheme that comes under their Direction. 
Every Herefy is the worfe tor them, as well as the truc 
Religion; and it is to their Honour, that we can put 
them in mind of rhe famous -474 of Forty Onc, becaule 
we thereby candidly own, that they have not yet Cor- 
rupted Themfelves bevond ali Precedents and Example. 
When they are Sick of this Subjet of Religivn, which is 
ten the Cafe, and would Appeal froia thence to Ne- 
fire, one would think they fhould chufe to Regulare 
their Meafures by Nature tare and civ liz'd, by Nature 
purify'd and regenerate ; who would not fail to dictate 
Quite other Sentiments of Candour, Benevolence and 
umanity to them, than thofe, which at prefent fo ree 
markably diftinguifh their Velaviour towards theig 
Mlowiteu, 


Their Notions of Government are as unaccountable 
a thofe of Religion. They will not bear to hear of a Di- 
vine Right in Specalation, nor pay any Regard to a He- 
mane Right in Prablice They fay, they are the Original 
of Government; and juft fo Conjao was the Original 
of Order ; but it doés not therefore follow, that Order 
muft be regulated according to Confufim. In plain 
downtight Terms, the World is divided into Svvereizn 
and Sidgelt and if they cannot be the Firft, they will 
difplace thofe Terms, and make the Subjefl the Higher 
of the Two : If they cannot Govern, they will nor be 
Sociable ; which, in effeét, is a Violation of the Righrs 
of Nature} upon the Authority of its Vices and Cor- 
ruptions. They exempt Themfelves from Written Lens, 
by an Appeal.to Original Compatts and Statutes Referved , 
which, becaufe they are wholly in their own Keeping; 
and Inacteflible to others, muft therefore of confequence 
be Interpreted by Themfelves ; and untefs they could 
forget Self-Intereft, always in their own Favour. A4:- 
harchy is their Averfion upon the moft folid and du- 
rable Principles: For whenever they are in Pofleflion, 
they foon debafe it into Tyranny; and if at any time 
they take their Turn of betrig Subyeéts, itis not enough 
for them that this fort of Government is Afix: and Li- 
mited to a very great degree, unlefs they can fill have 
it in their Power to Shock and Overturn it. They will 
Harangue upon the Glory of Reigning overt the Hear:s 
and Afettions, rather than over the Bodies of Men; 
but then they never difpofe of their Hearts, till their 
Ambition is firft gratify’d. They fay, the Safery and 
Good of the People is the Supream Law: Burt by the 
People they mean THemfelves ; and they are the fole 
Judges of that Law, that Good, and that Safety; Wheat 
they are the Minor Pert, they give out, thar every in- 
dividual Man ought to have a Liberty of Ditfenting and 
Thinking freely ; then of Speaking and Writing freely, 
in order to corivince Others ; at laft of Acting freely : 
that is, of Refifting and Compelling Orhers : But when 
they are the Majority, they fay, Moft Voices decide al! 
Thitigs, and every Member of the Community is in- 
cluded. They fir ft make Cafes of Necefft y, and then 
plead them in Excufe for ant Thing. They keep 2 Re- 


ferve for every Duty and Obligation to Obedience, and 


make Laws for Nature againft her Confent : But to be 
Loyal and adliere to the Conftitution, i oppotition to 
their Meafures, is Bigotry and Slavery. They- cry out 
dgainft King-craft and Prie/f-craft, whilR thefe are any 
Rights belonging to thofé two Offices, which they have 
not Ufuirped or Invaded; but their own Whig-craft is a 
Glorious Caufe, the Caufe of Liberty and Religon. 
They take fo much Delight in War, that rather thane 
Idle and Unaftive, they will fer the mof ‘quict and 
peaceable Words in the Englifh Tongwe together by the 
Ears ; and thereby render Converfition, which is the 
greateft Proof of our being Rational and Soclab!e Crer 

tures, ano lefs palpable Mark of Brutality. They keep 
the Subffance of Popery, fo far as concerns Civil 4 Faire. 
for their own Ufe: Put tte Word, Popery is teterv'd 
for their Enemies ; without being fet to fignity any 
thing elfe, but that they do not like them: For they 
have fo far loft the Original Meaning of the Word, that 
of late it is commonly brought i to deferibe 4 very 
Floncft Men. They can nevér be Opprefs'd, becaufe 
Rebellion is a Duty ; and therefore whenever they Cle- 
mour or Mutiny, it is not becavfe they are keer under. 
hur betaufe they are not upnermof: Every King is 2 
Tyrant, unlefs thef can be Tyrants over him: and rheir
